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Guthrie, Ok., Feb. 20.—The election 
committee yesterday reported to the 
convention recommending the general 
election at which the constitution is to 
be voted upon, as well as the selection 
of state, county or district officers 
chosen, be held Aug. 6. 
All citizens of 
the United States or members of any 
Indian tribe who have resided here for 
at least six months preceding this date 
are entitled to vote. 
A mandatory 
primary for all parties for the selection 
of candidates to be voted upon at the 
general election is to be held June I, 
being the first Saturday. 
The nomina­ 
tion of United States senators is one 
feature of the primary. 
The report 
orders that the Oklahoma Territory 
primary election laws shall govern so 
far as applicable the provisions outlined 
iii the report. 
This report, if adopted, will be out 
of line with the opinion handed down 
by the judiciary committee a few days 
ago, which decision was that the con- 


ive offices are to be the nominees. 
The convention spent the entire day 
in a debate on the school land question 
without reaching a vote.

Speed of 128 Mllei An Hour Determin­ 
ed in an Experim ent. 


. The French scientific weekly, Ctel et 
Terre, prints an interesting article 
about the speed of several birds, as ob­ 
served by August Vershcurin of Ant­ 
werp. 
The rapidity of flight credited 
to the swallow (290 feet a second) 
seemed exaggerated to him and he un­ 
dertook some experiments on his own 
hook. 
He sent several baskets of pigeons 
to Compeigne, France, and In a sepa­ 
rate cage a swallow which had Its 
nest under the gable roof of the rail­ 
road station at Antwerp. On Novem­ 
ber 7, at 7:30 In the morning, all the 
birds were liberated at C om p eign e; 
tho swallow’ took a northern direction 
as quick as lightning, while the pig 
eons made several spirals In the air 
before they started In the same direc­ 
tion. The swallow arrived at Its nest 
in Antwerp at 8:23, a number of wit­ 
nesses being present at Its arrival. 
The first pigeons only arrived at 
their destination at 11:30 of the same 
morning. The swallow had. therefore, 
covered the entire distance of 146*4 
miles in one hour and 18 minutes, 
which is equal to a speed of IHS *4 
miles an hour, or about ISO feet a sec­ 
ond, which is about double the speed 
of an express train 
The pigeons only -cached a speed of 
35 miles an hour, m

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INDIAN SCULPTURE IS LOST. 


Action of Water Destroys Relic Prizec 
by Antiquarians. 


CLEOPATRA AS SHE WAS. 
ANTS AS HONEY*MAKERS. 


Historians and Poets Have Given Ua 
Diverse Characters. 


One of throe known examples in th* 
United 
States, 
tho 
famous 
Indian 
“sculpture” on two of the immense 
rocks which form the “great falls” of 
the Connecticut river at Hollows Falls, 
has been entirely obliterated, not a 
trace of the marking which recorded 
some important event in the history 
of the aborigines being left 
The sculpture was a favorite subject 
of discussion for antiquarians, and de­ 
veloped much controversy as to the 
m anner and time in which 
it 
was 
made. 
When first discovered it con 
sisted of a group of sixteen or eight­ 
een 
variously 
ornamented 
heads 
plainly cut into the rocks. 
The main 
piece of work was shown on a flat 
8pace about fifteen feet wide and six 
feet high, and consisted of four heads 
each surmounted with a pair of rays 
and numerous heads without any dec 
oration. 
On tho other rock was one 
large head with at least eight rays, 
this head being fourteen inches in 
depth and ten inches across at the 
forehead. 
There may have been orig 
inally also an inscription, hut if so 
It had become obliterated by the ac­ 
tion of the water years ago. 
The markings ave supposed to have 
represented a victory at or near He! 
lows Falls by four bands and theii 
chiefs under one principal chief. 
The fact that the action of the 
water has removed what was discov­ 
ered on tin1 rocks a hundred years 
or so ago indicates to not a few that 
much more of tho record must have 
disappeared previously.

All citizens of 
the United States or members of any 
Indian tribe who have resided here for 
at least six months preceding this date 
are entitled to vote. A mandatory 
primary for all parties for the selection 
of candidates to be voted upon at the 
general election is to be held June t, 
being the first Saturday. The nomina- 
tion of United States senators is one 
feature of the primary.

Guthrie, Ok., Feb. 20.—The election 


committee yesterday reported to the 
convention recommending the general 
election at which the constitution ifl to 
be voted upon, as well as the selection 
of state, county or district officers 
chosen, be held Aug. 6. All citizens of 
the United States or members of any 
Indian tribe who have resided here for 
at least six months preceding this date 
are entitled to vote. A mandatory 
primary for all parties for the selection 
of candidates to be voted upon at the 
general election is to be held June 1, 
being the first Saturday. The nomina- 
tion of United States senators is one 
feature of the primary. 
The report 


orders that the Oklahoma Territory 
primary election laws shall govern so 
far as applicable the provisions outlined 
in the report. 


This report, if adopted, will be out, 


of line with the opinion handed down 
by the judiciary committee a few days 
ago, which decision was that the con- 
vention had no authority to fix the 
methods of or (juahfications in the first 
election, the same being done 
y the 


enabling act. 


The commit tee- named by the supreme 


election board is as follows: D. N. Robb, 
AtoUu, and Dyke Bullinger, Anadarki , 
republicans; John M. Young, Lawton; 
J. E. Wyand, Muskogee, and J. G. 
McClellund, Pom! Creek, democrats 
This board is in charge of both primary 
and general elections, receives $5 per 
diem and appoints election commission- 
ers in each county, who receive $2 per 
day. 


The first legislature is instructed to 


enact laws for the election of all offi- 
cers by direct vote of the people, and 
when the federal constitution permits, 
that of United States senators also. In 
case of the first primary election and 


nding laws to_ the contrary, the per- 


sons receiving the highest number of 
votes in the primaries for the respect- 


ive offices are to be the nominees. 


The convention spent the entire day 


in a debate on the school land question 
without reaching a vote. Two reports 
were made, one passing the matter up 
to the legislature, another providing- 
for immediate sale of about a million 
and a half acres, valued at $15,000,000. 
The entire public land holding is esti- 
mated at $40,000,000. About 8,000 les- 
sees are urging immediate sale in suit- 
able tracts with preference rights to 
themselves. 
The convention will more 


than likely pass the question up to the 
legislature with recommendation that 
sale be arranged so far as practicable, 
the policy of the state being strictly 
against the tenant system.

which will urge the submission of a 
local option provision with the Consti- 
tution.

SWALLOW'S FLIGHT IS RAPID. 


Speed of 128 Mllei An Hour Determin- 


ed In *n Experiment. 


. The French scientific weekly, Clel et 
Torre, prints in Interesting article 
about the speed at several birds, at ob- 
served by AuEuat Vershcurin of Ant- 
werp. The rapidity of flight credited 
to the swallow (290 feet a second) 
seemed exaggerated to htm and he un- 
dertook some experiments on his own 
hook. 


He sent several baskets of pigeons 


to Compelcne. France, and In a sepa- 
rate cage a swallow which had Its 
nest under the gable roof of the rail- 
road station at Antwerp. On NoTem- 
ber T, at 7 30 In the morning, all the 
birds were liberated at Comnelgne; 
the swallow took a northern direction 
as quick as lightning, while the pig 
eona made several spirals la the air 
before they started In the same direc- 
tion. The swallow arrived at Its nest 
In Antwerp at 8 23, a number of wit- 
nesses being present at Its arrival 


The flrst pigeons only arrived at 


their destination at 11.30 of the same 
morning 
The swallow had. therefore, 


covered the entire distance of 146H 
miles In one hour and 18 minutes, 
which Is equal to a speed of 12SH 
miles an hour, or about 1«9 feet a sec 
ond. which la about double the speed 
of an express train
